Street  Engineering  Department  has  investigated  existing 
utilities  within  the  alley  between  Barr  and  Clinton,  Washington 
and  Jefferson,  for  the  benefit  of  assisting  Y.M.C.A.  in  making 
a decision  concerning  expansion. 

Existing  utilities  and  status  are  as  follows: 


(1)  Water  - No  facilities 

(2)  I,  & M.  - Two  poles  with  overhead  lines  which  can  be 
relocated. 

(3)  Street  Lighting  Poles  - Three  li^ts  located  on  two  I.,&  M. 
poles  and  one  old  City  Utility  pole  at  the  northwest 
corner  of  Barr  and  alley  entrance. 

(ii-)  NIPSCO  - Existing  6"  Cl  line  4*  north  of  south  property 
line;  a 4"  S.W.  located  4'  south  of  the  north  property 
line;  and  a 6"  Cl  located  3’  north  of  the  south  property 
line.  ‘The  relocation  of  these  gas  lines  would  require 
extensive  work. 

(5)  General  Telephone  - No  facilities 

(6)  Sanitary  Sewer  - 12"  main  in  the  center  of  alley  with  two 
manholes.  Mr.  Boiler  advises  this  line  could  be  abandoned 
as  a City  sewer.  Mr.  Boiler  further  stated  a new  line 
could  be  constructed  and  connected  into  Clinton  Street 
which  would  serve  the  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral  building  and 
Kitch  Acceptance  Corporation.  The  expense  of  the  new  line 
should  be  absorbed  by  the  Y.M.C.A.  as  part  of  their  ob- 
ligation in  obtaining  the  alley  vacation. 


No  costs  have  been  prepared  at  this  time  for  relocating 
these  facilities  because  of  the  unknown  factor  of  how  far  the 
utilities  would  have  to  be  moved  based  upon  Y.M.C.A, 's  future 
plans .

Letter  from  Michael  R.  Ormiston,  September  19>  1978 


Please  be  advised  that  the  portion  of  Barr  Street  between 
Lewis  and  Douglas  is  under  contract  to  Hipskind  Asphalt 
Corporation  as  part  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne’s  resurfacing 
program.  In  the  second  paragraph  of  Mr.  Ormiston’s  letter, 
the  procedure  which  he  described  is  the  City's  required 
crack  filling  process.  The  purpose  of  sealing  pavement 
is  to  keep  water  from  infiltrating  into  and  under  the 
pavement,  thereby  reducing  deterioration  of  the  pavement. ' 
Sand  is  added  to  the  asphalt  pitch  to  reduce  the  hazards 
of  the  very  slick  asphalt  and  at  the  same  time  reduce  the 
num.ber  of  compla-ints  of  asphalt  being  sprayed  on  cars. 

This  standard  procedure  is  used  by  the  State  Highway  and 
most  municipal  maintenance  departments. 

Paragraph  three  of  Mr.  Ormiston’s  letter  was  in  all 
probability  an  error  on  Traffic  Engineering  Department’s 
behalf.  However,  Mr.  Manny  advised  this  time  of  year  they 
will  sometimes  paint  center  lines  of  streets  because  they 
are  not  sure  if  the  contractor  will  be  able  to  complete  the 
construction  on  the  street  prior  to  cold  weather  stopping 
all  constructioh. 

Reference  paragraph  four,  a water  leak  was  known  to  exist 
on  the  project  and  it  is  very  common,  once  8,gain,  to  place 
the  binder  course  on  the  street  and  then  request  the 
utilities  to  repair  any  leaks  and/or  raise  water  valves, 
or  sewer  structu-res  to  the  new  grade  of  the  street  in 
preparation  of  the  final  one  inch  surface  course  to  be 


The  resurfacing  procedure  is  quite  routine  and  can  be 
found  in  practically  all  street  maintenance  booklets.
